DIDN’T LIKE IT 

Blaustein’s first visit brought 
sharp comments from American 
General Zionist leaders, notably 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver. The 
ZOA leader spoke scathingly sev- 
eral times last year of the “favo- 
ritism” shown by Israeli officials 
for American non-Zionists. 

Blaustein made his first visit 
in Apr'], 1949, when he and a 
group of American Jewish com- 
mittee colleagues con‘erred with 
Ben-Gurion and other members 
of the ?sraeli Cabinet. They also 
made a survey of Israei's physi- 
cal, economic and sc-rial condi- 
tions. 

The statement of the AJ Com- 
mittee emphasized taoat the Is- 
raeli Premier had extended the 
invitation, not once, but twice. 

THE REASON MAY BE 

Sources here said that Ben- 
Gurion’s attention to Blaustein 
was in recognition of the fact 
that in recent years, American 
Jews as a group, have been con- 
tributing more funds for Israel 
needs through the United Jewish 
Appeal, than have the party Zion- 
ists. 

That fact was openly conceded 
by Nahum Goldmann, chairman 
of the American section of the 
Jewish Agency, in his report on 
the meeting this spring of the 
Zionist Actions Committee. (NJP 
Aug. 11). 

The AJ Committee statement 
also hada note of mystery. The 
statement said that Blaustein, on 
his second trip, “will also contin- 
we the discussions held in this 
Country with Eliahu Elath, now 
Israeli minister to Great Britain 
and formerly Ambassador to the 
United States, who also cabled 
Mr. Blaustein asking that he 
come at his earliest convenience.” 

WHAT DISCUSSIONS? 


There was no indication of the

statement as to the nature of the 
discussions held with Elath when 
he was still ambassador to the 
United States. It was recalled 
that Blaustein had met with 
Elath and other Israeli and Zion- 
ist officials to warn them against 
activities aimed at seeking to 
persuade American Jews to emi- 
grate to Israel en masse. Blau- 
stein revealed the conversations 
in a March 10 report to the AJ 
Committee membership. 


Before boarding the plane for 
Israel last Friday, Blaustein said 
that “Israel’s massive problems 
of absorbing the vast stream of 
immigrants, and its heroic ef- 
forts to build the country as a 
bastion of peace and democracy 
in the Middle East, command the 
sympathy and respect of Ameri- 
ca, and entitle it to the support 
of our whole community.”

Men Vote ‘No Women’ 
On Burial Society Group 


JOHANNESBURG — The. all- 
male membership of the local 
Chevra Kadisha, Orthodox burial 
society, wound up a rowdy meet- 
ing with a heavy vote against ad- 
mitting women to membership. 

The stormy meeting followed 
a petition, circulated by leading 
Jewish women’s. organizations 
here. The petition urged the 
abolition of the “discrimination 
against women” in the Chevra 
Kadisha constitution, according 
to the correspondent of the Jew- 
ish CHRONICLE of London. 

In the sharp debate that mark- 
ed the meeting, senior members, 
who are the financial mainstay 
of the burial society, fought 
against “interference by women.” 

The vote was 202 to 74 against 
granting the women membership 
rights, 





Jewish Kids Mass Grave 
Found Near Dachau 


MUNICH (WNS)—A _ mass 
grave of more than 150 Jewish 
children slain by the Nazis in the 
fali of 1944 was found in a small 
town close to the notorious Da- 
chau camp, it was reported here 
this week. 

The children, ranging from the 
age of five to six, came from Slo- 
vakia, where they were torn away 
from their parents and assigned 
to slave labor. The camp where 
the children were kept was ad- 
ministered by one Gustave Mon- 
ke, who disappeared after the 
war. 





France Gives Israel 
15 Million Credit 


PARIS—The French Govern- 
ment disclosed agreement this 
week to give Israel a $15,000,000 
credit.

Funds Dwindle; 
Israel Facing 
New Austerity 


JERUSALEM-~—Israel faced new austerity measures this week 
as the country’s foreign currency reserves virtually ran dry. 

The Government announced that all non-essential travel abroad 
had been stopped and moved ahgad with rationing of clothing and 


footwear. 

The decision on the rationing 
program, which touched off an 
unprecedented two-day strike by 
merchants in some of Israel’s 
larger cities, notably Tel Aviv, fol- 
lowed a debate in the Israel knes- 
set (Parliament). 

STRIKE ENDED 

Premier David Ben-Gurion car- 
ried out the promise which 
brought an end to the strike and 
a vote of confidence from Knes- 
set. He announced the setting up 
of a non-party committee of ex- 
perts to investigate the ration 
program and to make _ recom- 
mendations to the Government on 
possible modifications. 

Ben-Gurion’s Government won 
a 57 to 36 vote of confidence on 
the ration dispute. The vote up- 
held the principle of rationing 
clothing and footwear but took 
note of the promise to name an 
advisory committee. 

The committee will be made up 
of representatives of the Knesset 
and of all branches of commerce 
and industry. 

Much of the protest on which 
the strike was based was against 
the suddenness of the ration order 
issued by Dr. Bernard Joseph, 
Minister of Supply, and his fail- 
ure to consult any of the mer- 
chants before he issued the order. 

FIRST SUCH STRIKE 

The strike was the first con- 
certed action of its kind by any 
substantial proportion of Israe¥s 
merchant class. 

The opposition parties on the 
right, which claimed to represent 
the business interests, voted 
against the Government. Shortly 
after the vote, however, the Mer- 
chants Association announced the 
end of the shopkeepers’ strike. 

World Wide News Service re- 
ported that a rush of buying of 
non-rationed gods was sparked by 
the dispute. WNS said the rush 
fell off when Joseph said he did 
hot foresee in the future the ra- 
tioning of household and similar 
goods. , 

In the Knesset debate, Ben-Gur- 


ion took the occasion to outline 
his Government's political phil- 
osophy. He said that there was 
no “moral justification” for the 
merchant strike because the 
abolition of controls was incom- 
patible with a planned economy. 

Such an economy was esential 
to permit the taking in of the 
constant flow of migrants and to 
develop the country, Ben-Gurion 
Said. 

Asserting that as far as he 
was concerned, Israel was nei- 
ther a socialist nor a capitalist 
state, he denied that his policies 
hampered the flow of private 
capital from abroad. 

WHERE IS IT? 

“Where is the flow of capital 
from America or the flow of 
youth and experts from Am- 
erica?” he asked. 

“Social revolution is not in the 
program of this Government,” he 
said, adding that his Government 
was equally opposed to the totali- 
tarian economy proposed by left- 
ists and to the “anarchy” he said 
was advocated by free enterprise 
supporters. 

While the _ privately-operated 
Shops were closed during the 
strike, Histadrut and cooperative 
stores remained open under police 
protection. 

EFFECT OF BAN 

The ban on travel abroad means 
that exit permits will be extended 
only for promoting industrial 
development or export business, 
for specialized study or for urgent 
medical treatment. 

The ban is expected to cut 
foreign travel to about 25 per 
cent of its present volume.

Many inquiries that come in during the summer 
months are calls for information about the kashrut 
of resorts. Bernstein said his office is careful to avoid 
giving information about any product or place not 
under UOJC supervision. 


He said another indication that more persons are 
buying kosher products is that many firms manu- 
facturing non-food products are applying for UOJC 
endorsement. He cited detergents as a case in point. 

Th¢ UOJC approved the first application from a 
detergent manufacturer in 1946. Since then the num- 
ber of detergents te come under UOJC supervision 


He said this development reflected an awareness 
on the part of the manufacturers that there is a sub- 
stantial enough market for the UOJC-endorsed prod- 
ucts for the producers to meet the stringent require- 


ments of kashrut and to pay the fees.

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Segal Urges U. S. Jewry 
To Discuss Issue Of Jews 
Seized As Spy Suspects 


NEW YORK—Anglo-Jewish columnist Al Segal said this 
week that the time had come for American Jewry to discuss 
openly the problem raised by the prominence of Jewish names 
in recent Soviet spy arrests. 

Segal proposed the discussion be held among Jews and 
in the Anglo-Jewish press in his current column, “Plain Talk.” 
The column appeared simultaneously with the arrest of Mrs. 
Ethel Rosenberg, wife of one accused atom spy and sister of 
another. 

Mrs. Rosenberg was held on $100,000 bail for a hearing 
next week on a charge of conspiring to commit espionage for 
Russia. She was the seventh American arrested in the Klaus 
Fuchs atomic spy ring roundup. Most of the seven had Jewish 


names. 


SAYS ALL JEWS TALKING ABOUT IT 
Segal said the matter was one “we've all been talking 





about in embarrassed whispers. The other day I. was discuss- 
ing it with a Jewish citizen in the hot room of our gymnasium. 
Then a non-Jewish member came in. Our talk was immedi- 
ately directed toward other subjects. It was something for 
conversation only among ourselves.” 

Segal noted that the American Jews arrested as spy sus- 

ts “couldn’t be called Jews in any valid sense of being 
Jewish. They were apart from the Jewish life of our com- 
_ munity. They weren't Jews in the synagogue or Jewish in any 
of the complex of educational, cultural and philanthropic ac- 
tivities that are called Jewish. 

“But all around town, non-Jews had been asking, how 
come, so many Jews are Communists? The Jews who had 





peen named as Communists could amount to no more than 
a dozen, but among those who don’t like us anyway, they were 
magnified to a multitude.” 


REPORTING AN ARGUMENT WITH NON-JEW 

Segal reported trying to argue with a reader of his column 
in the Cincinnati POST, the local daily, who wanted to know 
why Segal didn’t “say something about all those Jews in Com- 
munism.” 

Agreeing that there was no point in arguing with non- 
Jews who were basically hostile to Jews, Segal said he still 
felt “it was time to speak out frankly to Jews—that is to say 
people with Jewish names—who at the moment are being 
Communist—a moment in American history where there can 
be only one way for Americans.” 

The columnist was a little vague as to what action should 
be taken by American Jewry on the matter, since, as he had 
|. pointed out, the handful of American Jewish communists had 
nothing to do with American Jewish life. 


TIME FOR JEWS TO DISCUSS IT 

But he insisted that “it was time to speak up, to bring 
our resentment into the light of day, to speak loudly that 
which had been only whispers among us. Those who at this 
particular hour and at any other time for that matter, speak 
and work for a foreign power are enemies of their own people 
as well as of the U. S.” 

Segal denounced American Jewish communists as persons 
who “have been treasonable to themselves, to the good name

“Surely it's time to speak out loudly among ourselves 
about this, through the medium of the Jewish press,” Segal 
said.

The people at the head of the welfare funds 
today would be swept out of office and lose 
their authority in a minute — they are just 
waiting for an opportunity to slip out of office 
anyway—if the Zionists or any other group

Everyone at the local level knows this. 

Why it hasn’t seeped into the minds of the 
editors of the two Yiddish papers has to do 
with their bias that New York is the American 
Jewish community when in truth that time has 
long since passed, and the American Jewish 
community today is in Peoria or Dallas or Los 
Angeles.

European Jewry left after the Hitler holo- 
caust is vigorously Orthodox, reports Rabbi 
Manuel Laderman of Denver, in the “Jewish 
Spectator”—The earnestness of religious affilia- 
tion in Europe is ... evidenced by the attitude 
toward Sabbath observance. In America there 
is an easy approach toward Sabbath laxity. 
Tacitly, even painfully, many have squared 
their consciences with violation of Sabbath in- 
junctions. Appeals to observance tend to limit 

i themselves often to attendance at synagogue 
service ahd some ceremonial rituals in the 


home. Only very exceptional congregations 
make strict Sabbath conformity a condition of 
membership. In European Orthodoxy, it is a 
sine qua none. Not to keep Shabbos is viewed 
in the gravest light. Assistance programs of 
agencies like the Joint Distribution Committee 
must recognize this poimt. Special employment 
services are required. Many economic opportu- 
nities that offer self-sufficiency and rehabilita- 
tion are refused because they do not guarantee 
the sevemth day for rest.

THERE’S QUITE a bit of dis- 
cussion going on, mostly private- 
ly, about the propriety, if that’s 
the right word, of The POST’s 
Searching interviews with men 
like Jack Benny and Danny 
Kaye. I gave my official view in 
the editorial in the issue of Aug. 
4 but that didn’t seem to con- 
vince anyone. 

I think the issue is important 
enough to have some more 
attention and thought directed to 
it, and I’d like to hear from 
more people on it. Superficially, I 
feel that if the love life of the 
Hollywood and radio people is 
served up to the American com- 
munity, then more important and 
Significant details of the lives of 
these personages are equally mat- 
ters of public interest. 

A man like Eddie Cantor earns 
my complete admiration. He may 
not be as religious as I would 
prefer my heroes but he’s most 
certainly not afraid of his Jew- 
ish identity and what’s more he— 
as one VIP in the United Jewish 
Appeal put it—was as much :e- 
sponsible for the money raised 
this year by the UJA as anyone 
else. 

That disposes of our right to 
question Mr. Benny on his syna- 
gogue affiliation and his Zion- 
ist views and to report on them. 
Are we then to apply the same 
searching questions to all Jews 
and to reject as Jews those who 
don’t qualify with the proper 
answers? 


Of course not. We weren’t in- 
terviewing Mr. man on_ the 
street; we were interviewing Mr. 
Big Shot, who has achieved fame 
and fortune, and to whom the 
Jewish press devotes reams and 
reams of space. I’m sure that 
Mr. Benny and Mr. Kaye feel 
flattered by this kind of unrea- 
soning rave notices, based to be 
sure on their ability as artists. 
But I think the concession should 
be made by them that as im- 
portant people they cannot ex- 
pect to be ignored when it comes 
to what—if anything—these im- 
portant people do as Jews. 

The point was made to me that 
by embarrassing these-people we 
might cause them to reject what- 
ever activity (one has been act- 
ive and the other hardly moves 
a finger) they are now contribut- 
ing to Jewish life. 

I can’t agree with this kind of 
retreating. 

It won’t do Mr. Benny and Mr. 
Kaye (and others like them) any 
harm to learn that as Jews, there 





is much more to life than merely 
paying dues to a Temple, when 
they do that much. Let these 
men and others get to th 
that there are such things ag 
standards, even if only minimum 
ones, in Jewish life, and that jf 
they care to ignore those stand. 
ards, that is their business, py 
they must accept the conga 
quence in loss of Jewish aco, 
lades.

onomy XVI, 18-XXI, 9; Haph- 
tarah Isaiah LI, 12 - LII, 12).

Mr. Alpert, himself, recognizes 
Communism for what it is, an 
evil thing which wherever it is 
jn control destroys the dignity of 
the individual man, personal free- 
dom of thought, opposes faith in 
Gud. 

Communism has not changed, 
as he says, “from merely an un- 
popular movement toa traitorous 
movement.’ It has always been 
a traitorous movement that has 
overcome democratic government 
in Czecho-Slovakia, that very 
nearly destroyed it in France, 
and seeks unmistakably to de- 
stroy it here. 

Of course, we oppose injustice 
in measures to fight Communism. 
We can properly oppose the meth- 
ods of politicians who violate ac- 
cepted American judicial proce- 
dure, who make wild charges 
against individuals. 

But it is stupid to say there 
has been any hysteria in the 
seven months (or more) trial 
given Communist leaders under 
the direction of a federal judge 
who went to every extreme to 
assure a fair trial. And when a

If this is not the case, have the 
flocks in the Temple absorbed so 
much of their religion that their 
Rabbis must seek an outlet for 
the over-supply? 

He states, “twice daily Jews 
pray for the day, to perfect this 
world under the reign of God.’ 
A very beautiful statement and 
gesture! Actually, do the mem- 
bers of the CCAR and their wor- 
shippers pray thrice daily through 
Shachris, Mincha, and Maariv? 

The Christian missionaries who 
go out into the world to convert 
non-Christians to their faith, do 
so because they are devout believ- 
ers and give up everything to 
carry out their mission in life. 
However, there are no Rabbis 
whose faith is so deeply rooted 
that they would give up lucrative 
positions with handsome salaries 
and all the ultra-modern conven- 
iences merely to go out and try 
to convert non-Jews to Judaism. 

Suppose a few Rabbis would 
go “meshuga”, as so eloquently 
stated by Rabbi J. H. Paymer, 
and try to convert non-Jews to 


Judaism. What will they offer 
the non-Jews—the Sabbath, the 
Dietary Laws, etc., etc., which 


these Rabbis themselves do not 
observe? Will they offer the non- 
Jew membership in a minority 
group so the new members will 


also “enjoy” discrimination, per- 
secution, and other such “Jux- 
uries”? 

These “missionary” Rabbis 


should first convert and bring 
back to Judaism those Jews whom 
they have led away. And to again 
quote Rabbi J. H. Paymer (also 
Reform), ‘have the members of 
the CCAR gone Meshugah al- 
together.”

The recent con- 
vention of the Rabbinical Council 
of America was also a wash-out, 
Instead of raising themselves to 
the proper heights by going on 
record for something worth 
while, all we heard from their 
convention, ‘as reported in The 
POST, was the condemnation of 
others. 

Our Rabbis today are very much 
like the heads of the world 
powers, small in stature, without 
vision and foresight, and lack- 
ing in the essential qualities of 
leadership. Therefore, they can 
only raise themselves by pushing 
down lower their rivals and those 
who have the courage to disagree. 
And because of it, the world is in 
a chaotic and confused state, and 
the American Jewish comm gnity, 
of all phases, is also in the same 
chaotie and confused situation.

JUST BEFORE he died, Mr. 
Frisch wrote an introduction for 
Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin’s “Jeru- 
salem” (New York, Philosophical 
Library, 51 pages, $2.75), a pam- 
phlet which very briefly recounts 
the history of the city and de- 
monstrates the unassilibility of 
Israel's claim to it. It is difficult

Zorach Warhafting, represent- 
ing the Religiots Bloc, proposed a 
Knesset discussion of the “police 
behavior in dispersing religious 
Jews conducting Sabbath demon- 
strations,” according to World 
Wide News Service. 

ATTACK ON FANATICS 

He charged that police acted il- 
legally during a demonstration 
staged by the zealots in Jerusa- 
lem against desecration of the 
Sabbath. The religious spokes- 
man charged that the police used 
force, entered private homes un- 
lawfully and assaulted a number 
of peopie. 

Hannah Rubin, a Mapam depu- 
ty, retorted that she would con- 
sent to Knesset discussion of the 
incident if it dealt with the “be- 
havior of the religious Jews in 
hampering the free movement of 
vehicles on’Saturday and assault- 
ing foreign diplomats passing

Neither of these vol- 
umes will add to her reputation, 
particularly since in “Jerusalem” 
she has chosen to indulge her- 
self in the infuriating manner- 
ism of inserting dashes where no 
punctuation at all is called for 
(“.,.. there was no other alterna- 
tive for saving Jerusalem but to 
—build a new road .. .”). Oe 
casional use of this affectation 
might be condoned, but to find 
it on every page where it gives 
the effect of kittenishness com- 
bined with a strong accent is ex- 
asperating. 

The makeup of “Jerusalem” is 
atrocious. Poorly bound, its mea- 
ger illustrations were evidently 
designed for a coarse screen to 
be used on newsprint and are 
badly reproduced. Dull and not 
clear, wastefully surrounded by 
vast empty stretches of white 
border, they add nothing to the 
text. That the publisher has seen 
fit to put a $2.75 price tag on 
this pamphlet is an indication of 
just how odd the book business 
can be.

Strong police detachments were 
rushed to the Mea Shearim in re 
sponse to calls for help. The po 
lice ran into a hail of stones. They 
tried at first to disperse the Ne 
tura Karta members _ without 
force but that failed and a hand. 
to-hand struggle developed which 
did not end until sundown when 
the fanatics dispersed. 

MAYBE IN HAIFA 

The warning of the forthcom 
ing expansion of activities came 
when the Biological Institute of 
Haifa reported receiving letters 
from the zealots. The letters 
warned the institute to remove 4 
collection of “unclean animals" 
from the institute building on 
Mount Carmel. 

The missives contained threats 
to destroy the animals and warm 
ings that police action would not 
stop the effort.
